The run of cattle on Mondsy was about
143 loads against 110 the previous Monday.

The grade of cattle in this week's
supplics was considerably above the late
average, 1ln the receipts were some 25 loads
of prime cattle from Indiana, W-‘lﬂmgfmm
1,550 to 1,450 pounds. Chicago furnished
shont 35 loads of common to good batcher
eattle. The attendance of buyers was fair; but
there were few on hand ready to take the
prime stock, which, asa result, wont begging
for customers. Joseph Myers was the only
buyer for this grade of stock, and his wanis
were met by one-fourths of this class of stock
that was offered.

The
highest paid was 44c, which waz fuily 10to 1d
cents per bundred below what the same grade
would have brought a week ago. Notwith-
standing the willingness of holders to concede
on good heavy cattle, 16 to 18 joads were sent
east in first hunds, Prices on the common and
lower grades were also a shade Iower thap Iast
weelk: but these did not suffer so much as the
higher grades. Mediom to good butcher stock

The run has been light and guality geuepuy
poor for the week. The bulkol those received
at this season are Western, apd are not ata
premiam for mutton  The receipts on Monday
agrregated about 18 loads, against the same
sumber thie week before. Prices held up fairly
well to the range of last week, which was due
more to the iact of light supply than the
quality of offerings. As there are scarcely
enough to go round. the markets are in favor
of the seller, and the buver bas little choice
stock from which to select. Aosyvihing prime
in the mutton hne would readily step beyond
quotations.

Hogs in Short Supply.

The supply on Monday was a litzle above one-
hail thut of the previous Monday, the total
being about I8 lomds This supply being
scarcely up to the demand, markets wereactive
and sirong and have lost mothing of their
girength since Monday.

MARKETS BY WIRE

A Bullish Whirl in the Wheat Pit, Which

Carries Prices Away Up—Cora nnd
Onts Partake of the Improve-
ment—Hag Products
Featareless.

CHICAGO—The wheat market was more
active and stropg to-day, with the undertone
decidedly bulligh and the feeling nervous
Fiuctuations were again narrow and trading to
a large extent was local, though there was more
buying for foreign account reported both here
and in New York, Opening figures here f.-.‘;r
the leading futures were }{e above yestenday's
closings, and by noon the market had gradually
climbed np another }c, or to T8ge for Decem-
Ler and SHL@83{e for May.

No excitement attended the advance, for the
news that came over the wires was so favorable
to bolders that a higher range of prices was in-
evitable, and the local scalping crowd were not
long in shifting to the bull side.

Speculative offerings were at no time large.
Outside markets were all stronger, New York
and St. Louis sveraging nearly 1¢ higber, with
cash wheat in St. Louis doing better. This was
one of the strongest features of the market
here to-day. At mo tiine during the day did
prices get below outside quotations of yester
day, and the final closing range Was at the op,
bemg Jg@1'%c higher for the day.

A fair trade was reported imcorn and the
fecling prevailing was somewhat firmer. The
market opened a shade better than the elosing
yesterday, was steady for a time, then ad-
vanced 8o, eased off Yie, ruled firm, and closed
1,@%c higher than vesterday. There was a
little more bullish sentiment ou the near
futures, still there was eonsiderable selling of
October arpund 859 c, and aleo May at Jilge.
The better tone was nfluenced some by the
advance in wheat, and also moderate estimates
of receipts and cold weather. Transactions
were malnly local and fuoctuations narrow,

The feature of the oats market was the
strength and advance of {cmthe near fu-
tures, due to an increased demand from shorts
aml lignt offerings, The wore deferred futures
were quist and a shade firmer,

BETTER AND BETTER.

Optimistic Views of Business Borne
Out by the Highest Authority

GROWING BRIGHTER DAY BY DAY.

Prosperity Assured to Agriculture, Greatest
of All Interests

BENEPIT OF THE HIGH PRICES ABROAD

In regard to business, there is buione
voice heard in all this broad Jand—that it is
active and stesdily growing befter. THE
DisPaTcs has said so times almost without
number, and given reasons for it; but to
fortify its position and leave noroom for
doubt, even in the mindof thechronic
grumbler, the following is reproduced from
the from Age, astandard authority on Pitts-
burg’s greatest indastry, and a close observer
of busipess movements everywhere. It says:

Day by day the business prospects are grow-
ing brighter. Reportseoncerning the erops are
very favorable for all the leading agricultural
products, while news from the principal com-
petitive countries indicates that our surplus
will be readily taken at remunerativa pricos.
This weans prosperity to our greatest—the
agricultural—interest, to the railroads snd to
all the industries dependent upon thew. Even
now rallroad earnings are creeping up steadily,
and with growing business the temptation to
cut rates is disappearing. What an influence
this tendency will have upon the iron trade
will be readily appreciated by a brief roview of
the situation.

Consumption of iron aed steel in all the
forms which enter into miscellansous uses
has been enormous.  The most tangible proof
is furnished by the pig iron statistics. The re-
ports of activity in shipboilaing, in the ma-
chinery trade, in the cast and wrpught pipe
trade, in the wire business, in car and bLridge
building, all eorroborate it. Thus far, how-
ever, the riee in values has been pretty nearly
confined to raw materials,

The second great factor influencing our near
future, and, let us add. responsible to & con-
siderable extent for the volume of business
thrown into the hands of onr home works, has
been the rapid rise of prices abroad. It bas ¢ut
down importation to close figures, and what is
more important, has practically stopped the
flow of orders to European works for months
to come. Where in former years importers at
this thne were actively taking business for de-
livery prior to the close of navigation and were

ceeding spring, they bave done nothing thus
far. Nor does there seem the slightest chance|
that they will accomplish anything during the

present season since we areconsiderally below;|

the parity of European prices, which continue
to rise more rapidly than they do with us.

The only quarter from which the demand hag
been slack thus far s from the railroads for
rails, The timeis near when aconsiderably
share of that business is usually placed. Duy
ing Beptember and October the greater part ¢
the orders for winter and spring delivery comg
into the market. If they ure heavy then theg
will be an emormous demand for ore, pig irm
and cake, soft sieel, the basis now of so
industries, will rise rapidly and our oa)
will be strained in every direction.

We bave already alluded to the fact tlat
poverty alone bas led the railroads to withipld
thus far a very large amount of rencwal wek,
the necessity of which is recognized vy ralldad
officials, With the heavy business which pod
crops, now probable, will throw upon the mil
roads, their not earnings will come up reasily.
Requisitions for material of all kinds, jong
shelved by boards of directors, will be pre-
sented more urgently. They will receive nore
conkideration and far greater quantities will be
approved.

With the exception of ove or possibly two
branches of the fron and steel trades bopeless-
1y mired in excessive capacity, the diject and
indirect effects of larpe crops at good prices
and of swelllng net earnings with the raflroads
will capse a rapld rise of prices all along the
line. Consumptive and productive capacity
are very nearly balanced mow. Even a modest
increase in rail orders willtip the beam heavily.
The next two months will tell the story, with,
it scems to us, all indications favoring asub.
stantial advance,
